Given peace, the virility 
and dynamism of the people of. Israel

Mr. Hore-Belisha, -who seconded the 
toast, posed, in Hebrew, the old ques- 
tion from. the Hagada, Ma.

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SLANDER IN JEWISH LAW 


By Rabbi L. JACOBS 


HE recent Bill of Mr. Harold 
‘Lever, M.P.. for the reform of 
the laws of libel and slander and 
the subsequent discussion the 
columns. of the press, an example of 
which was the article by Dr. A. Owen 
in THe Jewish CHronicce of Febru- 
ary 15, will no doubt have moved 
some Jews to inquire into the attitude 
of traditional Jewish law concerning 
these matters. 
in the Bible jt is ordained that a 
man who slanderously casts doubts on 
the chastity of his newly wedded wife 
is to be punished with a fine and with 
chastisement (Deut. xxi, 13-18). Yet, 
according to strict Talmudic law, there 
is no legal redress for. slanderous 
statement, apart from this. particular 
case... This accords. with the general 
legal principle in. Talmudic law that 
damages are awarded for direct assault 
only (B.K. 91a, cf. -B.K. This rule 
noiwithstanding, it became a common 
feature of legal procedure for the 
courts, acting within the range of the 
emergency powers given them to go 
bevond the actual law (Sanh. - 46a, 
Yer. Hag, 2. 2.), te award damages for 
slander...

Legal Position Questioned 


[/t was reported in last week's issue 
that the Newcastle upon Tyne . Jewish 
Board of Guardians had resolved to 
grant £500 to Wizo' for the purc hase of 
food for Israeli immigrants.| 


A Legal Correspondent. wries: 

It is beyond argument thai moneys 
collected for and on behalf of a local 
Board of Guardians are earmarked with 
a trust which obligates the executive to 
devote such moneys wholly and solely 
to the work of that Board within § the 
area served by such Board. It would be 
a breach of trust of both elementary and 
grave significance that any of such 
moneys should be diverted elsewhere. 
Jewish law holds a trust im as sacred a 
light as does the law of England. It seems 
difficult to believe that the letter from a 
Queen's Counse! read at the meeting can 
have lent colour to any other view than 
this, and it is equally difficult to. beheve 
that the learned. rabbi who contributed 
to the discussion did. other than express 
a view upon the merits of. charity as 
contrasted with iis diversion to objectives 
other than the impressed trust of the 
moneys involved. 

No. one desires to do other than accrete 
to any form of Israeli collection, but it 
i$ certain that no promoter of any fund 
would desire to be associated with action 
which runs counter to the established law. 
The mere majoritv. of voting does not 
procure the right to commit what is a 
breach of trust. 

Our Legal Correspondent, commenting

The issue, the pamphlet con- 
tends, was aggravated by the activilics 
of Arab marauders who could not have 
made their’ frequent incursions without 
the active aid: of Arabs Israel. 

. When the Israel authorities began 
their. reconstruction programme, their 
iask was complicated BY the almost com- 
plete absence of effective leader- 
smp-and by the acute shoriage of com- 
peient Arab personnel, Nevertheless, the 
Government made. special efforis to 
promote Arab agriculture and to recon- 
struct the economy of the impoverished 
fellahin. Loans were granted to. Arab 
farmers and the authorities encouraged 
the formation of co-operative associa- 
LIONS Nearly 100 Arab co-operatives 
have already been established. 

The Government pays special atiention 
to the heaith needs of the. Arab. com- 
munity.: Last year--it~ maintained -..29 
clinics -Arab areas. Arabs are. of 
course. also admitted to ‘the general 
hospitals: Particular attention was also 
given to the education. of Arab children 
which. m- the current: fiscal year. cost 
the Government 1£2,600,000. The Cabinet 
has also empowered the Minister _of 
Education to-sel up an educaironal and 
cultural-council for the Arab population. 


Progress in Education 


There has been remarkable. progress in 
Arab elementary education. In 1948 
the Government maintained only 46 
Arab schools catering for 7.147 pupils. 
Last year there were 102° sMools and 
26.000 pupils..-In addition, there’ are 40 
private. schools ‘maintained by 
institutions. Nevertheless, the progress 
of Arab education is greatly hampered 
by. the shortage of trained ‘teachers. 

As a_ result of exodus. of Arab 
leaders the Government had the task.-of 
providing religious facilities for. Moslem 
citizens;  The-Arabs showed hitle initia- 
tive, but in spite. of considerable dith- 
culties, the Ministry for Religious Affairs 
has succeeded in re-establishing Moasiem 
religious life. 

Finally, the pamphlet states ‘that 
some Arabs are leaving Israel to live-in 
neighbouring countries.

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PURIM 


WE shall celebrate the Festival of Purim 
on Monday night and Tuesday next, the 
I4th of Adar. Once again, we shall read in 
the Megilla, the Biblical Scroll of Esther, 
the story of the wonderful deliverance that 
was wrought for our forefathers in the 
ancient Persian Empire over 24 centuries 
avo. And therein, too, we shall read how 
Morpecat and EstHer ordained this annual 
celebration of “the days wherein the Jews 
had rest from their enemies, and the month 
that was turned unto them from sorrow 
to gladness, and from mourning into a good 
day ; that they should make them days of 
feasting and gladness, and of sending por- 
tions one to another and gifts to the poor.” 

Through all generations and in. all the 
lands of their dispersal, Jewish communities 
have never failed to observe this season as a 
time of gaiety and merriment. Thus, in the 
first synagogue of the Resettlement in this 
country Purim was celebrated in the tradi- 
tional style. There exists in the British 
Museum a description written by a non- 
Jewish visitor to the synagogue in Cree- 


church Lane in the City of London... Writing 


in 1662, he recorded: “ My Rabbi told me 
afterwards to come and see the feast of 
Purim, which they kept, he said, for the 
deliverance from Haman’s. Conspiracy, 
mentioned in the Book of Esther ; in which 
they use great knocking and stamping when 
Haman is mentioned.” So the tradition 
continued for 120 years until, in 1783, the 
Gentlemen of the Mahamad at Bevis Marks 
forbade any Sefardi .masquerading in the 
streets or the sounding of rattles in the syna- 
gogue. Only with difficulty, and through 
rehance.on the City constabulary, did they 
enforce a more decorous observance by their 
congregants. |

On the other hand, a little brighter picture

THE annual report which the Senior 

Jewish Chaplain, the Rev. I. Levy, has just 

presented to the Jewish Committee for H.M. 


Forces is a reminder of the important but 


unobtrusive work which the Chaplains 
Department and the Forces Committee con- 
tinue to perform. Permanent conscription 
confronts all religious bodies with unfamiliar 
problems. For Jews these problems are 
intensified by the intimate association of 
religious observance with home life and by 
the scattering of Jewish personnel in small 
numbers over a wide area. Thus, the 
establishment allows only two commissioned 
Army Chaplains (for Germany and_ the 
United Kingdom respectively) and one for 
the R.A.F. The Senior Chaplain, while 
paying tribute to his United Kingdom col- 
league, clearly hints that the task of visiting 
innumerable isolated units has been hin- 
dered by lack of adequate transport. 
This is a serious matter, and serious con- 
should. be given to devising 
means of overcoming the difficulty. 
The wide distribution of Jewish serving 
men throws a heavy burden on_ the 
Senior Chaplain’s Office, which, in addition 
to arranging Moral Leadership Courses and 
maintaining valuable liaison with the Service 
Departments, endeavours through the post 
to keep in personal contact with the men. 
This situation has also led to ministers being 
asked to act as Honorary Officiating Chap- 
lains. It is revealing to find that the Senior 
Chaplain feels compelled to record that, 
with a few notable exceptions, “it is 
regretted that very little co-operation is 


enjoyed from Officiating Chaplains in the 


Provinces,” adding, “ Requests for reports 
produce little response.” While London, 
headed by the United Synagogue, makes its 


fair contribution.:and the same can be said | 


of some of the provincial centres, many 
congregations are failing to pull their weight. 
There is bound to be criticism of the Jewish 
Chaplaincy-the general public cannot be 
expected always to bear in mind the handi- 
caps under which it labours—but it is clear 
that much could be done were it possible to 
overcome the apathy of local synagogue 
It is fortunate that 
in the Jewish Committee: for H.M. Forces 
there is a body on which every section of 


-Anglo-Jewry is represented. But it, too, 


cannot carry on its work unless the syna- 
gogues on whom it is dependent for support 
take their duties seriously. 


SHEMURA MATZOT 

IN our last week’s issue appeared a letter 
on the subject of shemura matzot from 
Dayan Dr. |. GRUNFELD and other rabbini- 
cal ‘authorities representing the London 
Beth Din, the Sefardi community, the Chief 
Rabbinate of Eire; and Batei Din in. the 
provinces. This letter reinforced the infor- 
mation which we previously printed 
from Mr. A. H. SiLveRMAN, the Secretary 
of the Conjoint Passover Flour Committee. 
It may be desirable to explain the reason for 


the manufacture of these special matzot. 


For general matzot, 
matzot (i.e.., 


as for the shemura 
specially guarded matzot), the 


injunction against chametz applies equally 


—namely, that the grain or the flour or 
dough must not be allowed to ferment in 
any way. ~While for ordinary matza_ the 


wheat is guarded against rain, moisture, and 


fermentation from the milling onwards, with 
the shemura..matza the special watching 
over it begins from the moment of reaping. 
The regulations of the Shulchan Aruch are 
followed in the manufacture of the shemura 
matza, which forms the special * matza for 
mitzva”’ used on the Seder nights. Rabbini- 
cal authority prescribes that extra care 
should be taken about.this matza for the 
Sedarim. This follows from the interpreta- 
tion of Exodus xii, 18 (° on the eve ye shall 
eat matza ’), as Meaning that it is obligatory 
to eat matza on the Seder nights and it is a 
serious offence against Jewish law not to do 
so; whereas during the rest of Passover, 
although chametz must, of course, not be 
eaten, there is no need to eat matza itself, 
and food may consist of anything which is 
not chametz. Hitherto, what shemura matza 
was baked in England was made, as a rule, 
from flour imported from abroad, but 
advantage has now been taken of an excel- 
lent Jewish farm in this country, the Bachad 
Farm at Thaxted, to secure for the Anglo- 
Jewish community ample supplies of shemura 
matzot, which have been baked in Carlisle 
from home-grown wheat that has been cut 
and stacked under strict rabbinical super- 
vision.

The Old Testament Against Its Env iron- 
ment. By G. Ernest Student

In his first chapter the author attacks 


the theory that the Bible represents a 


progressive revelation. He holds that the 
distinctiveness of the Israelite religion 
cannot be explained by an evolutionary 
process from the pagan world, or by 
environmental conditioning. Indeed, the 
author rightly points out that it is impos- 
sible to see how this God of Israel could 
have evolved slowly from polytheism. 
Next, Professor Wright discusses the 
doctrine of the Chosen People, i.e., the 
nature of the special relations existing 
between God and Israel. This doctrine 
found its most concrete expression in the 
Covenant, which determined the Hebrew 
view of society and history, the meaning 
and aim of Israel's existence. He conh- 
tends, in opposition to Higher Criticism, 
that in Israel the law was prior to king- 
ship, which never achieved the sanctity or 
thé absolutism. which is encountered 
elsewhere. 
An his third chapter the author deals 
with the Hebrew form of worship. The 
cult of magic and divination was definitely 
forbidden in Israel. The 
motif. in the main festivals was that of 
historical commemoration. The prophetic 
condemnation of both the institutions of 
cult and of kingship would have been 
completely unthinkable in a_polytheistic 
setuing. 
The value of this book, which is a most 
significant contribution to the study of 
the Hebrew Bible, is out of all propor- 
tion to. its size and price; it is richly 
rewarding and stimulating. It must. be 


- pointed out, however, that’ it- is. written 


by a good Christian for good Christians. 
and. makes references to the New 
Testament unaccéptable to Jews.

THE FESTIVAL OF PURIM

the American and British press, 
sent some scholars to decipher the 
famous inscriptions in three languages 
made by the Persian King, Darius, to 
commemorate his reign.

ordinary artists. The events related 
in the Book were not of vital interest 
to anyone but the Jews and the com- 
paratively narrow circle of Haman’s 
associates. . The events of Purim. hap- 
pened about 400° years before. the 
Mishna of Megillah was composed. 
and during the intervening period Jews 
‘continued to jive in the same. terri- 
tories.. Surely the fact of the existence 
of such a Talmudic volume ts the best 
proof: of the reality of the story. of 
Esther 


The famous Russian lawyer Karab- . 


chevsky said that there were stories 
which. needed no supplementary 
evidence of their’ authenticity——their 
best proof was that their stark realism 
was beyond man’s powers of inven- 
tion. This apphes acutely to the story 
of Esther: it could not have been 
invented as it gs too true to fife. 

In later years the advent of Zionism 
brought about a considerable change 
in the attitude of some Jews to. the 
Feast of Purim. In Hebrew article 
written. by a Zionist before the 1914- 
i8 war, the author stated “ Chanucah 
was the Feast of Jewish heroism. the 
Feast of Eretz Israel... In comparison, 
what a shameful story is that of the 
Feast of Purim! 
to. blot out the whole Jewish people 
because of the reckless behaviour of 
one Jew. The Jews do not resist. they 
faust and they pray: they are saved by 
the beauty and charm of a Jewish girl 
who agrees to become the mistress of 
an oriental tyrant. Purim: the 
typical feast of the Galut.” 


An antisemite seeks - 


In our days we know all too well 
that extermination of Jewry has been 
planned time and again in our history 
by many Hamans. We can conceive 


of no reason for questioning Haman . 


end on. the. gallows, Have we. not 
witnessed this same end as the usual 
fate that befalls those who. plot the 
downfall of Israel-—-whether they be 
Tsars of Russia. dictators of Germany, 
rulers of Italy. or antisemitic leaders 
elsewhere’ And we have no difficulty 
in realising the fallacy of the state- 
ment that Purim is the feast of Jewish 
shame Ahasuerus is the despotic 
master of 127 provinces, he is. the 
mightiest ruler‘in the world, control- 
ling the life and. death of tens of 
millions of human. beings.

And all inhabr- 
tants of Persia. all dukes. and earls, all 
descendants of: roval dynasties con- 
quered by Persia, immediately hasten 
to’ obey the king s command, Only the 
homeless Mordecai. son: of a people 
driven. out. from Palestine. refuses 
obedience » he will. not prostrate him- 
self before the high vizier... Is this not 
an epitome of the whole history of the 
Jewish people for the last two thou- 
sand years? ‘Did not’ we Jews alone 
refuse to kneel. before the Cross while 
all mighty nations of -Europe were 
forced (literally forced, as-any student 
of conversion to Christianity knows) 
to do so? 


ndaunted Courage 


Is not Esther—that obedient 
girt with her unassuming manners and 
transcendent piety, her glowing wis-

THE ANGLO-JEWISH RELIGIOUS SCENE

~Sir,—-Alkthough I do not approve of 
Talmudic discussions appearing in a 
paper of general circulation, it is neces-

PURIM 
By “AUNTIE” 


N Tuesday we celebrate Purim 

and read the Book of. Esther. 

The Book opens. with an 
account of a feast given by the Persian 
King, Ahasuerus, and of the refusal 
of Queen Vashti to obey his command 
to attend and display her great beauty 
to his guests. 

We are told of her dethronement ; 
and. soon afterwards Mordecai and 
Esther come into the story. From 
just a few words about Mordecai we 
see what a good man he was. He had 
assumed the care of his orphan cousin. 
Esther, when she was bereft of. her 
parents, and he acted as a father to 
her. He was a member of the San- 
hedrin. This meant that he had to 
learn many languages, as a result of 
which he was able to save the King’s 
life when he overheard, in a foreign 
language, a plot to murder-him. 

Mordecai rose great eminence 
in the capital of Persia. and the Bible 
describes him as “sitting in the King’s 
gate.” by which we assume he 


was either a judge or councillor. Now 


there was another councillor, Haman, 
who was the Prime. Minister. Every 
time he passed the kings gate the 
people “bowed down and prostrated 
themselves” before him, But Morde- 


cat refused to do. this and Haman 


made him a special object of -hatred. 
He could not, however, take revenge
